MARKING THE SPOT 

Dear C&B, firstly, I love the 
magazine, and your show, too.

I have been told that the 
gasket behind the rocker cover 
is leaking (I probably should 
have changed it when I did the 
tappets a few weeks earlier but 
it looked fine). I have since been 
told that you should never re-use 
a gasket. I don't know if this is 
true or not, but it was leaking 
so it had to be replaced. When I 
got home, I reversed Mavis onto 
some ramps and slid under to 
remove the rocker cover once 
more. If I'm honest, I couldn't 
tell the difference between the 
new and the old gasket but I 
changed it anyway. 

About a week later, I took 
Mavis out and she marked her 
spot again while I was getting

petrol. And the oil seems to be 
coming from the rocker cover 
again, only this time it was the 
other side that was leaking. I 
drove home and ordered a new 
set online and fitted them the 
following weekend. Annoyingly, 
they haven't done the trick 
either as Mavis still marks her 
spot when she is warmed up. 

Can you please advise a retired 
company car driver who has 
never owned a VW before what 
to do.

Hi Colin, firstly, thanks for the kind 
words. As you are finding out, 
the simple jobs can often be the 
most irritating, but I have a feeling 
your problem may lie with the old 
gasket. Did you scrape off the 
remnants of the old gasket before 
fitting the new one? If any bits 
of old gasket are left behind, the 
sealing surface won't be smooth 
and you will never get a good seal. 
Unfortunately, this means doing 
the job again to check, but it'll be 
time well spent if it cures the leak.

A t just l 6 , Carlos Roberto Guzman^s father, 
Roberto, bought him a 1963 Beetle. 

“When I got that first Bug, I couldn't 
afford to have it fixed, so I had to learn 
fast," recalls Carlos today. Now, at 46, Carlos 
- known as CRG to friends - will tell you he 
“can build anything, from 1945 to 1979, from the 
ground up!" 

That's a bold statement, but the evidence 
is out there to back up the claim. Next time 
you're online, check out Bad Temper II, a race 
Beetle from the '80s that Carlos has faithfully 
restored. It's just one of many projects he's been 
involved with over the years but, when it comes 
to standard of finish, attention to detail and 
sheer money spent, it's unlikely he'll ever top this 
awesome '57 Deluxe. 

Carlos: “I bought her in 2004. No, wait, I 
actually found her back in '94. She was just a 
'shell with a lot of windows. I knew nothing 
about Buses back then. I was building a '49 Split 


Window Bug at the time and the guy wanted a lot 
of money, so I just walked away." For the next 10 
years, his friends constantly gave him grief about 
not buying the early Samba. 

But them, in 2004, one of those friend came 
up with something concrete. “So I get a 'phone 
call, ^Hey, Carlos, you'll never believe it, but the 
guy who was gonna sell you that Bus still has it!"' 
Carlos challenged his buddy: “Oh sure, get me 
his number and I'll give you $100." A couple of 
days later, Carlos received another 'phone call: 
“Hey, I got his number. You got my money?" 

Unbelievably, the Bus was being stored literally 
five minutes' drive from Carlos' place. He 
arranged to see it that very night, and was told 
to bring a trailer. The deal was done quick as the 
guy was keen to sell. “I was never really a Bus 
guy," continues Carlos, but my buddies always 
told me how cool they were. I normally like fast 
VWs and convertibles, but I felt it was time for a 
Bus, and this one had found me."

The vision from the start was for a stock 
ride, so Carlos set about gathering information 
regarding colours, options and details. “I like to 
express my knowledge of a car by what I do to 
it. So everything I bought was NOS because, you 
know, I take building cars very seriously.” 

Golden era 

It's been said before, but we are in a golden 
era for locating rare and hard-to-hnd parts, 
and for Carlos the experience was no different. 
He hardly had to look beyond the .com after 
thesamba to blow the best part of $30,000 on 
parts. Not an engine, not a gearbox, not rare 
wheels, just various stock parts that he needed 
for the restoration. He even bought something 
from Everett Barnes, the guys who owns 
thesamba.com website. “Yeah, Everett's a great 
guy. He sold me the package tray behind the 
driver's seat,'' remembers Carlos. 

If you remember earlier, Carlos said the Bus 
was “just a 'shell with a lot of windows'' when he 


first went to see it, so the shopping list was long, 
although the saving grace was no replacement 
panels were required. “It did have the steering 
wheel,'' he laughs. “I think the only reason is 
because they couldn't get it off!'' 

Deep into the buying spree, Carlos took a ride 
in friend, Henry Lewis', Bus. “This thing was 
bone stock. It had the original ilOO 30-horse 
engine and we took it up the mountains. We 
were literally being passed by bicycles. I thought 
to myself, T'm not having that,' so I immediately 
started selling up the standard parts I'd collected 
and looking for uprated ones.'' 

The change in direction also meant a change 
in fund requirements. Carlos sold his prized '49 
Split Bug and cashed in some savings bonds, 
including his 401K (US retirement fund). “A 
buddy said to me recently, T'm gonna build a Bus 
like that.' I told him three things: don't be in a 
relationship; don't be afraid of spending money 
and, most importantly, have the money to spend!'' 

The restoration took a total of six years. “That

was non-stop working, every weekend and 
almost every day. I was devoted to it. There 
were no breaks.” And this wasn’t in some fancy 
spacious workshop either, Carlos did most of 
the restoration in a small, rented workshop in 
Pasadena. “It was just loft by 24ft. Fd come 
home at night covered in oil, blood and sweat.” 
Everything was checked, mocked up and then 
taken apart, either to be either painted or 
chromed. “I had Jesse Morales do the welding 
for me, and he went way beyond just helping me 
out. The Chestnut Brown and Sealing Wax Red 
paint was done at Bob Koch’s place. I’ve been 
working part-time at Koch’s ever since he saw a 
car I restored at a show 15 years ago and offered 
me a job. I didn’t want to quit my day job as a 
printer, so he set me up on my days off.” 

As soon as the Bus was painted, it was time 
to cash in on an interior paid for five years 


previously. “I know nothing about doing 
interiors, so I had Lenny at West Coast Classics 
take care of everything. I paid him in advance 
because I knew it would be one of the last things 
to be bought, and I would probably have spent all 
my money by then,” laughs Carlos. 

When you hear Carlos has hies inches thick on 
every car he’s ever built, you can imagine how 
organised the collection of parts he’d acquired 
for the ’57 was. “I had boxes everywhere full of 
parts, but everything was labelled and wrapped 
up. And, because I had mocked the whole Bus up 
prior to paint, the build up was pretty smooth.” 

Wagens roll 

Wagenswest (www.wagenswest.com) supplied 
all the suspension, including a 4-inch narrowed 
beam with adjuster, dropped spindles and a pair 
of their dog leg spring plates, and come highly

recommend by Carlos. Outside of these lie 
Porsche 944 drilled disc brakes all round with 
the rears modified by Russell at Old Speed to 
accept the highly desirable 7-inch wide Fuchs. 
“The front wheels are regular 4.5s from a ^67 911, 
but the 7-inch rears come from a ’67 911R. They 
actually weigh less than the deep sixes due to 
being made of a different material, and you could 
easily buy a nice used car for the price of them!” 
explains Carlos. After some experimentation, 
Carlos found that 195/65S were the widest tyre 
he could squeeze under the body with the sevens, 
while the fronts run 155/6OS. Whilst researching 
the wheels, he posted on a Porsche forum. “I 
told them I was putting them on a VW Bus, and 
one guy said to me, ^You're putting those wheels 
on a vehicle that^s designed like a breadbox and 
handles like a drunken milf?!” 

As it goes, this particular drunken milf gets to

Schmidt of The Butcher’s Shop in LA. “I just told 
him I wanted something that would work well 
as a weekend cruiser, but go hard when I want.” 
George came up with a 2l8occ Type l with re- 
worked 041 heads, an Engle VZ 25 cam and dual 
45mm Dell’Ortos. “It’s like a rollercoaster when 
full of friends and all the windows are open,” 
says Carlos with a grin. A Rancho Freeway Flyer 
gearbox with 4.125 ring and pinion makes for 
relaxed top-end cruising. 

Take a closer look at the carbs and you’ll notice 
a ^Sync-Link’ twin cable throttle system. “I was 
one of the first to run this kit. I fitted it myself 
and it means no more greasing or broken cables. 
People ask me how it feels, and the only way I can 
describe it is to roll up a magazine [not this one!- 
Ed] and press on it with your foot. That’s the 
feeling, and it’s super-responsive, too.” 


With the Bus done, it was deemed ready for a 
German Folks Vindow’. “When they asked me, 

I had no problem putting the logo in the back 
window. It represents so much history. I did tell 
them I was going to make one change though...” 
Now usually the GFK window design is not up for 
change, but Carlos had the club painter - known 
only as ^The Pirate’ - paint the logo on both sides 
of the window to disguise the brush strokes. 

To put the icing on this most delicious 
Volkswagen cake, Carlos sourced a set of original 
1956 California license plates with his initials 
and the last three digits of his father’s birth year, 
1939. With that, it was job done. And then some. 


Thanks: My parents, Roberto and Anna, for putting 
up with me and cooking dinner for my kids, Robert 
Alexander and Andrew Dominic, when I wasn’t 
around. Also to Bob Koch for everything. 
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T o the untrained eye, Chris 
Ginn's 1967-built Camper 
is just another nicely 
restored Bay Window with 
a mild lowering job. However, to 
give it a simple, cursory glance 
would be to do this Bus a grave 
injustice. Fm not going to get 
too technical here, but there 
are paint jobs and then there 
are paint jobs. In a nutshell, 
any professional automotive 
rehnisher will tell you that a top- 
notch repaint is 95% preparation, 
and the balance is meted out in 
the application of the chosen 
hue. It's all about what's under 
the paint and those all-important 
panel gaps. On a top-notch job, 
opening panels need to have 
an equidistant gap around their 
periphery and sit flush with the 
panels either side, in all planes. 


As you might imagine, achieving 
this is no mean feat. 

Under his skin 

The journey for Chris began, like 
most VW folk, long before the 
purchase of this Bus. Chris has 
always been into Volkswagens 
and, many moons ago, owned a 
lovely 1303 Karmann Cabriolet. 
Getting married and starting a 
family meant he had to sell the 
Beetle for a deposit on a family 
home, but by then he had VWs 
well and truly under his skin. 
Chris: “I really missed my Cab 
after I sold it, and vowed one day 
to buy another Volkswagen to re- 
live my youth. I hankered for a 
Bus, but I thought my wife would 
say no, so started looking out for 
another convertible. However, 
the missus soon got wind of 


what I was up to, due to all the 
VW magazines arriving on our 
doorstep, and, to my surprise, 
suggested we buy a Camper 
instead. Her only proviso was 
that it should be a 1968 model - 
her year of birth." 

Being that Chris is in the 
motor trade, he knows a thing or 
two about cars, and in particular 
restoration. With a background 
including a four-year stint 
building rally cars and British 
Thundersport cars, working 
with the likes of Pentti Airikkala, 
Chris has a pretty watertight 
resume and, when it came for 
him to take the helm of the 
family business, he was ready 
for the challenge. That business, 
Manchetts, is primarily a garage 
recovery and breakdown service 
covering Cambridgeshire and 












Suffolk, but a subsidiary of the 
company includes an accident 
and repair service, including a 
restoration business that goes 
under the banner of Paterson's 
Bodyworks (tel. 01638 662006), 
in Newmarket, Suffolk. Suffice 
to say, Chris has all bases 
covered when it comes to 
bringing an old Volkswagen up 
to scratch. 

So the search was on for a 
suitable candidate. Chris had 
set himself three goals with the 
project: it had to be a perfect 
weekend Camper for him and 
his wife to enjoy; it had to be 
capable of winning trophies; 
and he wanted it featured in this 
very magazine! Obviously, the 
fact you are reading this ticks 
one of the boxes, but what about 
the others? Well, Fll let Chris 
continue: “The search began 
in earnest early on in 2008 
and culminated in the bargain 
basement section of Karmann 
Konnection. There I found an 
unloved, unregistered, 1968, US 
model, tin-top Westy that was 


missing many things, including 
an engine, lights, trim and some 
of its interior. However, to me 
it seemed a good project as I 
kind of wanted a blank canvas to 
work with and, most importantly, 
it wasn't too rusty." 

Taking stock 

A deal was struck and the 
Bus headed northwards to 
Paterson's Bodyworks. Once 
there, Chris stripped the Bus 
back to bare metal and had the 
shell sandblasted to ensure it 
was free of ferrous oxide. With 
the Bus devoid of paint and 
filler, Chris took stock of his 
purchase: “The Bus needed new 
rear corners, a battery tray, a 
passenger side sill, front doglegs 
and the passenger side cab floor 
section. However, what the bare 
metalling unearthed was some 
accident damage to the front 
panel caused by a spare wheel 
that was fitted to the front being 
whacked inwards at some point. 
This had pushed the a-pillars in 
at the bottom and out at the top. 


causing zero panel gap lower 
down and a 25mm door gap at 
the top." 

Chris being Chris didn't baulk 
at the prospect of correcting the 
damage. His solution was to 
place the Bus in an automotive 
jig and pull it back into shape. 
The damaged front panel was 
then cut off the Bus and a new 
one welded on in its place. 

Now here's where the resto 
gets a little tasty, and where the 
also-rans would play chicken 
and run for the hills, for this is 
critical metalwork. Get just one 
tiny detail wrong, and you'll 
have uneven panel gaps and a 
windscreen that just won't fit. 
Happily though, Chris, with 
the help of Ron Crawshaw - a 
traditional panel beater - turned 
the job out perfectly. Now all 
that was left was to prep the shell 
for paint... 

To give you some idea of 
how much time Chris and Ron 
spent aligning doors, tailgate, 
engine lid and the like, and 
then rubbing down. Ailing

small imperfections, priming 
and sanding, let^s throw some 
numbers in the air shall we? As 
ihs his business, Chris kept a 
detailed account of the hours 
spent, so he would be able to 
do an accurate estimate should 
anyone else want a Bus restored 
to a similar level at Paterson's. 
Totting it up at the end, it 
came to 8oo hours, just in the 
preparation! That's 20 weeks 
of 9-to-5 to you and me. The 
upshot of the Bus's metalwork 
being pin sharp though was it 
made laying the Old English 
White on top less of a chore for 
Paterson's ace painter, Ashley 
Gibbon. And the finish you see 
here is straight out of the gun, 
with absolutely no wet flatting 
post-application. 

The dirty bits 

With the bodywork in better- 
than-factory condition, Chris 
turned his attention to the 
running gear. As he lives near 


I 


Type 2 Detectives, he spoke to 
Paul Medhurst and ended up 
purchasing some 3-inch dropped 
spindles and coilover shocks 
for the front end and some 
drop spring plates for the rear. 
Whilst he was in purchasing 
mode, Chris also bought a set 
of Porsche 944 front brakes and 
later Bay rear brakes for their 
improved stopping power. Now 
I was a little puzzled as to why 
Chris would fit coilovers with 
dropped spindles, but the answer 
was simple - to be able to fine- 
tune the ride height should he 
ever need to. Chris rebuilt the 
Bus' steering box himself and 
replaced all of the balljoints 
and track rod ends to ensure a 
precise feel at the wheel. 

Turning his attention to the 
interior, Chris opted to replace 
the incomplete Westfalia interior 
with a bespoke set up from 
Camper Shack. This comprises 
a %-width rock 'n' roll bed with 
a low-level kitchen unit with a 


double hob, fridge, grill and sink. 
Up front, Chris purchased a pair 
of captain's chairs on swivel 
bases from Newton Commercial, 
along with a matching set 
of door cards. Newton also 
supplied the corresponding 
material for the rear seat, which 
was trimmed by Ian at P&M 
Taylor in Burwell, who also did 
the impeccable headlining. 

Motivating Chris' ride is 
a home-built 2ll0cc Type l 
engine with a forged 82mm 
crank, 044 cylinder heads with 
40 and 35.5mm valves and a 
port and polish by Chris. With 
Weber 44 IDF carburettors and 
an Engle lio camshaft, Chris 
has seen Hybhp and iGoft.lbs 
of torque on Peter Baldwin's 
rolling road at Wilsher's Garage 
in Cambridgeshire. Coupled 
to a 'built' gearbox from Pete at 
Cogbox, this Bus is now to be 
found happily cruising the fast 
lane on any given motorway, in 
perfect style.

Boxer fresh 


Paul Williams had a vision of what his dream Bus would 
be - Bay Window shaped, but Ferrari red and Subaru fast. 
All he needed was the right crew to bring his dream to life

P aul Williams hails from Sheffield and is a 
self-confessed petrolhead. Having owned 
an example of most of the VW's water- 
cooled range of cars over the years, with 
the odd Subaru and superbike thrown into the 
mix, Paul finally decided to build his dream Bus. 

“I bought a 1970 Camper, but it was rotten, so I 
approached Steve Johnson for some advice and he 
ended up managing the whole build.” 

Steve, owner of Johnson Autoworks (www. 
johnsonautoworks.com), knows a thing or two 
about Buses, and has built a fair few in his 
professional career, as well as a good few before 
he worked on them for a living. Steve: "When Paul 
approached us, we sat down and discussed ideas. 
Paul had a hrm idea of what he wanted, and we put 


our heads together to see what would work.” 

Whilst the aforementioned '70 wasn't a bad place 
to start, it could have been a lot better and, as 
Steve had a stripped later Bay in stock, a plan was 
hatched to use parts from both vehicles to build 
Paul what he wanted. Fortunately, the 'shell was 
sound where Paul's Bus was rusty, so large sections 
of it were used, including the entire sunroof 
section for the large Westy pop-top and the whole 
rear end of the Bus. 

With all the body repairs and modifications 
done, the Bus was prepared and painted in Ferrari 
F40 red. "Fve always loved the look of Ferraris, 
with their red paint and tan leather interiors, so 
this is the look I decided to go for,” says Paul 
of his decision. With a freshly painted rolling

^shell, Steve, Simon and the rest of the Johnson 
Autoworks team could steam into the rest of the 
build. First port of call was to sort the mechanical 
side of things, so the Bus was shipped out to VW 
Customs (tel. 07973 621149) to have the engine 
transplant work done. 

The guys at VW Customs were tasked with 
fitting the normally aspirated, EJ20 Subaru engine. 
This was achieved using an R J Engineered 
Solutions (www.rjes.com) gearbox bellhousing, 
which enables the Subaru engine to mate straight 
to a late Bus gearbox. This, as you can imagine, 
was just the start of the trickery and modification 
work necessary to fit the Japanese boxer engine 
and, more importantly, make it work properly. 

Two areas that present problems with the swap 
are the ground clearance, or lack of, beneath the 
stock Subaru sump and exhaust. To sort the 
latter, a custom stainless steel exhaust was fitted, 
which is a little louder than the one on the Subaru 


the engine initially inhabited, but Paul doesnT 
mind and says it all adds to the sporty driving 
experience. As someone who has always tried to 
farm out major wiring work to other people, I cank 
even imagine the head scratching involved when 
combining the Subaru wiring and ECU with the 
original VW wiring loom, but that's why specialists 
like VW Customs exist, so people like us don't 
have to take this sort of work on. 

Cool and rad 

With the engine in and running, there was just 
the small matter of cooling to take care of This 
now consists of a radiator positioned between the 
centre chassis rails, with ducting scooping in air 
from the front of the Bus. There are twin electric 
fans, with a thermo switch ensuring they come on 
in stages, keeping the now water-cooled Bay from 
running hot in traffic. A temperature gauge is a 
very necessary addition to this conversion.

It took until a little later on in the development 
of the Bus for the sump issue to be sorted... and 
only after the original Subaru part met its demise 
on a speed bump on the school run, necessitating 
a shallower, replacement part from Fellows Speed 
Shop (www.fellowsspeedshop.com). 

With the loud pedal side of things well and truly 
nailed, it was back to Johnson HQ for the stopping 
and handling to be uprated to suit. The front and 
rear brakes are custom vented discs from Ultimate 
Engineering (www.ultimate-engineering.co.uk), 
which have been machined for Chevy (5 x 4.75- 
inch) PCD and are paired with a servo. As anyone 
in the know will tell you, if you want to improve 
braking feel and reduce pedal effort, a brake 
servo is what you need, as the only noticeable 
improvement disc brakes on their own will make is 
to reduce fade on long downhill descents. 

Handling has never been the Type 2^s strong 
point, but there are certain things you can do to 
improve it. Lowering the centre of gravity will 
make it less kippy’ during cornering, and lowering 
by fitting adjusters in the front beam firms up the 
ride and gets rid of the wallowy factory handling. 
To this end, a pair of adjusters were welded into 
the front beam. Lowering the rear by turning 


the spring plates on the splines actually softens 
the rear ride, as you lose pre-load on the rear 
suspension, so gas adjustable shocks were fitted 
to firm it back up a little. As a very mild drop of 
less than one outer spline was needed, due to the 
Subaru engine hanging lower than the VW unit. 
Creative Engineering adjustable spring plates 
were used to effect this. 

Super Sport 

With all of this fitted, the wheels needed to be 
fitted before the final ride height could be dialled 
in. Rather than opt for the more usual 17-inch 
Euchs or BRM replicas, Paul chose a set of Cragar 
Series 600B Super Sport wheels measuring in at 
7 X 17 inches. Unsurprisingly, as these rims are 
designed primarily for use on American cars, they 
weren't a straightforward buy. Steve: "We had to 
do a lot of measuring and checking offsets and 
back spacings before settling on the right sizes 
to order. In the end, we ordered a set meant for a 
front -wheel drive car as the offset was not quite as 
crazy. It was a challenge getting the wheels to ht, 
but we love a challenge." 

Now the Bus was sitting how Paul wanted, 
and had the mechanical upgrades he desired. 
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the time was right for an interior. This was 
a joint collaboration between Vaughan and 
Tim and Custom, Classic and Retro (www. 
customclassicretro.co.uk) and Barry Tingers^ 
Copson (www.fmgersfurniture.co.uk). Barry was 
responsible for making the cabinets out of Zebrano 
laminate, with an ivory worktop, while the rest was 
handled by the CCR boys. 

Head banger 

Paul didn't want a lot of cupboards, or a sink, and 
its associated holes in the floor for drainage, so a 
full-width rock 'n' roll bed was used and only one 
curved cabinet, which houses a Smev cooker and 
Waeco fridge. As this was planned to be a day / 
weekend Camper, Paul did want an island table, 
which can be stowed when the Bus is in motion 
under the 'head banger' cabinet above the bed. 

It's the upholstery and details though where 
most of the time and expense went. Continuing 


with the Ferrari theme, the whole interior, 
including dashboard and front seats (purloined 
from a Porsche 924), were covered in tan biscuit 
leather for a plush finish. The one-piece front 
kick panel is a nice custom touch that cleans up 
the cab area nicely. As you would also see a lot of 
aluminium in a Ferrari, Paul sourced a selection of 
billet interior parts, along with a wood rim steering 
wheel from MCJ Products and a CSP shifter. With 
natural carpet throughout, and an exemplary level 
of fit and finish, the Bus just screams quality. 

What you really want to know is what it's like to 
drive, right? Paul: "It's awesome. It pulls great and 
does exactly what I wanted it to do - keep up with 
2lst century traffic and accelerate uphill when fully 
loaded." Sounds like it's job done then.

T here’s something 

quite special about the 
Waltons from Longridge, 
Lancashire. The family 
revolves around parents, Brad 
and Angela, and a quartet of now 
grown-up sons and daughters, 
Oliver, Georgia, Chelsea and 
Hayley. Then there’s the 
extended family of Betsy, Billy 
and Peggy. To put you in the 
picture, the last three are the 
family’s Volkswagens. Betsy is 
a yellow New Beetle, Billy is a 
red 1970-based Beach Buggy and 
Peggy is the 1966 Split Screen 
Camper you see here. 

Brad recently turned 53 but 
if ever the phrase age is just a 
number was apt it’s here as, by 
his own admission, he’s never 
grown up and it’s probably 


too late now. Brad is not just 
mad about VWs, but anything 
with an engine that tickles his 
fancy. He’s into custom cars, 
lead sleds, choppers, 1970’s two- 
stoke motorbikes and Raleigh 
Choppers. You’ll also often hnd 
him buying old toy VWs from 
eBay, and this is just another 
reason for him to celebrate with 
a pint of beer. Between you 
and me, anything is reason to 
celebrate with a pint to Brad. 


Devon to Cornwall 

Although Peggy only joined the 
fold last year. Brad and Angela 
have owned a Split Screen 
Camper before. That was in 
1987, and it was an early Devon 
conversion. They used the 
Camper to head off on family

holidays to places like Cornwall, 
and the fond memories stayed 
with them. It was this, along 
with a long-term passion for 
VWs, that was behind the 
purchase of the Camper they 
now call Peggy. 

The Camper left the Westfalia 
factory in 1966 as a US spec 
SO42, and was sold new in 
Texas. From what we are told, 
the Westy travelled all over 
America before it eventually 
made its way to the UK and 
was purchased by a 35-year 
old British Airways pilot by 
the name of Chris Parsons in 
October 2011. Looking back, 
Chris explains: ''We wanted to 
head off through France and 
Spain in early June of 2012, 


so I only gave myself about 
six months for the restoration. 
Getting everything planned, 
built and fitted in that time was 
a push. It didn't help that I was 
working in a barn so it was too 
cold to do anything until about 
March either." 

Flying high 

It certainly sounds like he 
set himself a real challenge, 
but having previously built a 
Porsche Speedster replica and 
restored an MG Roadster, it's 
fair to say he has the skill set 
required. Equally, as he pilots 
Boeing 777s, he has quite a bit of 
free time between flights, so was 
able to spend blocks of time on 
this project. "I wanted to achieve 


an original look, but with 
modern features to enable the 
Camper to be used comfortably," 
Chris continues. "The exterior 
is pretty much unchanged from 
original, although it now has 
chrome bumpers. Likewise, the 
1493CC engine was left standard. 
But when I got it the interior was 
beyond repair, so I fitted a new 
Vanwurks interior. It's really 
good quality and meant we 
could have the modern features 
we wanted: gas hob, sink, fridge, 
toilet and loads of storage, but in 
something that retained the Bus' 
original feel. I also added 240V 
capability and modern lighting." 
We can certainly appreciate 
where Chris is coming from, as 
the interior looks amazing. 
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▲ Interior trim 
looks lovely, 
thanks to Keith 
Reynolds' trim 


The Vanwurks (www. 
vanwurks.co.uk) interior 
consists of a kitchen unit with 
twin-burner gas hob with Piezo 
ignition and flush fitting, easy- 
to-clean glass lid, a stainless 
steel sink with single fold-away 
cold water tap and another 
glass lid. There's a curved 
aluminium storage compartment 
with a 10-litre water container 
with immersion pump located 
behind storage cupboards, a 
towel rail and cutlery drawer. 

The furniture includes space 
for a Waeco 48-litre compressor 
fridge and has a cupboard next 
to the rear wheelarch for clothes 
storage in the top and gas 
bottle storage beneath. There's 
also a wardrobe with a main 
compartment with mid-shelf, 
as well as side and rear storage 
pockets and an overhead storage 
locker, complete with brackets 
for carrying the table top when 
not in use. 

Although the Vanwurks' 

Split Classic is a thoroughly 
contemporary design, it has a 
lovely retro feel about it. The kit 
costs from £2,245 (not including 
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the Waeco fridge) and comes 
pre-assembled in four easy-to- 
install modules and with all the 
necessary fixtures, fittings and 
connections. In short, it's the 
complete package. 

One of the elements Chris 
wanted to add when he carried 
out the conversion was the 
plywood headlining, as he felt 
it would give a more original 
feel. However, as he was keen 
to point out, it wasn't the easiest 
task. ^Hhe headliner was 
definitely one of the hardest 
parts of the whole conversion. 
Hidden behind the panelling 
is modern sound damping and 
insulation, which I added so 
the Camper would be really 
comfortable to stay in. Although 
I reconstructed the S042-style 
ply ceiling, I also added LED 
lighting into it to make the 
Camper lighter inside." 

Best quality 

The bed, cab seats and door 
cards were all trimmed by 
Keith Reynolds in Swadlincote, 
Derbyshire. Chris also restored 
the turret-top roof It's clear 
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^j^'The-'headliner was definitely 
^^ne tifthe hardest parts of- ■• 
whole conversion^ 








this was a no expense spared 
renovation of the interior, with 
best quality materials and 
furnishings used throughout. 

Oh, and finally, we have to 
mention the curtains, which were 
all hand made by Chris' hancee, 
Carly Southern. 

Having completed the 
transformation in four months, 
Chris and Carly set off on their 
European road trip, covering 
over 2,000 miles through 
Belgium, Luxembourg, France 
and Switzerland, along the lower 
edge of the Alps, and then back 
home, via the Somme and Vimy 
Ridge. This was followed by 
a second road trip to the West 
coast of France from St. Malo, 
down through Brittany, Bordeaux 
and on to Biarritz, before 
crossing the border into Spain, 
ending up at Santander. 

Moving to California 

Having completed two monster 
road trips, Chris and Carly 
decided they wanted to travel 
further afield, but decided a T5 
California would make a better 
long-distance Camper. This is 
how the '66 came to be put up for 
sale, and how Brad and Angela 
came to own it. Since buying 
it, the couple have had a new 
engine fitted and are now in the 



process of updating it with a Red 
9 Design double wishbone front 
suspension with coilover shocks 
and rack and pinion steering. 

While they may not have 
been on any such major road 
trips in Peggy yet, the Waltons 
have been using her to head off 
on holidays and to VW events 
around the country. Seems she's 
taken immediately to life at the 
Walton's Mountain but then, 
having heard what life is like 
there, we're hardly surprised. At 
this point we reckon Brad will be 
celebrating with a pint.

A fter owning Tranc^ for 10 years, 
one wedding, two children and 
one rolling restoration (done 
by Matt and Fern's dad), we 
decided it was long overdue a proper 
road trip. With Pixie-Lou (2V2) and 
Noah in tow, we thought we 
would set out to hnd beautiful beaches 
and have a real beach holiday. 

Having gone down the usual list -

Heading north

Split cab floor repa 

If you can see the road beneath your feet when you're driving, or need to 
wear wellies inside your Bus in the rain, chances are your cab floor is shot

iJW Prepare 

Before you can 
breakout the grinder 
and welder, you need to 
prepare for the job at 
hand. The cab floor mat 
or carpet is the first item 
to be removed, followed 
by the front seats and 
interior panels. The Bus 
we were working on had 
a lot of the glass already 
removed but, if your Bus 
doesn't, you would be 

wise to protect it with masking paper or sheets to prevent any stray 
grinding sparks from embedding themselves in the glass and then 
rusting when your windows steam up. We also chose to wrap the 
wiring loom under the dash to avoid accidental damage, as we will 
be working in fairly close proximity to it

L ast month, we showed you 
how to repair part of the cab 
floor in a Bay Window Bus. 
Sometimes, however, if rot is 
really advanced - and, let's not beat 
about the bush, if you're working with 
a high mileage, European Split it most 
likely is - just replacing a corner section 
is not enough, so this month we are 
going to show you how to cut out and 
replace the entire cab floor panel in the 
correct manner, this time on a 1961 Split 
Screen Bus. 

Thanks to Simon at Specialist Motor 
Caravan Services in Chichester (tel. 
07791 948880) for allowing us to snap 
pictures of this job being carried out. 
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the steering box, gear lever, pedals and front heater tube. First, 
though, you need to remove the steering wheel. With the horn 
push gently pried up and removed, you can undo the 24mm nut 
that holds it in place. Only it's usually not that simple. The steering 
wheel is held on a tapered shaft with a woodruff key and is usually 
seized. Pullers are available, but often break the steering wheel, 
especially if it is already cracked. You can try soaking it overnight 
with penetrating oil but that didn't help on this Bus, so we resorted 
to the old trick of pouring boiling water into the horn push area a 
few times, then heating the metal part of the steering wheel centre 
with a blow torch, then knocking it upwards from underneath with 
a mallet and wooden block. The water in the steering wheel as we 
heated it helped to keep the temperature down around the edges 
and eventually, after much cursing, our steering wheel came off 
undamaged (with a bang) 




IJW Remove heat tube 

Liu Looking at the heater tube that comes through the front floor 
and upwards to just under the dashboard, you will see a few stitch 
welds holding it in position. You need to grind or cut through these 
welds. We used a combination of a 1mm cutting disc on an angle 
grinder and a finger grinder. Be aware, there are a couple of hidden 
welds at the upper end of the tube facing the front panel that you 
will need to feel for with your fingers, then carefully grind through 
with a finger grinder. Before you remove the tube completely, make 
sure to take a picture, or note its position, for re-fitting later. This 
is especially important with pre-'64 heat tubes as they have no 
symmetrical vents attached. Even with all the welds removed, the 
tube is still a bear to remove, but opening up the lower flanges a 
little will enable it to be wiggled free 



IJCT Strip out mechanical parts 

With the steering wheel removed, you can now disassemble 
the rest of the mechanical parts that are in the way. It's all pretty 
straightforward, and we are not going to cover removing these 
parts in full detail here. If you get stuck, consult a manual. The only 
specialist tool you may need is a balljoint separator to remove the 
drag link from the steering box pitman arm before you remove the 
steering box. With the steering box, pedals and gear lever removed, 
you can move on to the next step. Note: we elected (read: were 
forced) to leave the handbrake lever in place, as the pin was totally 
seized and wouldn't respond to lubrication or heat 


Pn Locate spot welds 

hJU With a wire wheel attached to the angle grinder, and wearing 
eye / ear / breathing and hand protection, you can now clean the 
paint off back to bare metal to expose the original spot welds along 
the outer edges of the panel, where it meets the wheelarch tubs 
and the front panel. You will also need to clean the area around 
the gearstick housing and handbrake lever. With this done and 
the resulting mess blown or vacuumed out, locate all the original 
spot welds holding the floor panel to the surrounding metal. If a 
particular area is very pitted and you cannot see the spot welds, try 
running your finger along to find where the dimples are 
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can't find them locally) and carefully drill out all the spot welds. It 
feels like there's a thousand, but take your time, use the drill on a 
slow speed and try to drill through the top layer of metal only, just 
enough to break the spot weld free. Take regular breaks to allow 
your back / hands / wrists time to recover. Remember there is also 
the chassis running directly under the floor panel, which the floor 
is also spot welded to in places, so locate and drill these out too. 
Tip: this area can be located from above, as there is a shallower rib 
pressing in the floor than the other ribs at both sides 



chassis and around the gear shift housing, it 


was too badly corroded to locate and drill out the spot welds, so we 
chose to attach a grinding disc to the angle grinder and carefully 
grind through these areas instead. Go slowly and you will see the 
upper layer of steel turn blue just before it breaks through. At this 
stage, swap to a flap disc to grind away the remaining bits so you 
can remove the floor without marking the chassis underneath. The 
pieces can then be wiggled free with pliers or grips 



PJW Detach old 
wMA floor panel 

With the spot welds 
drilled out (although 
you're almost certain 
to find you've missed 
a few) use a sharp cold 
chisel to workaround 
the perimeter of the 
floor, separating it 
from the Bus. We 
found it easiest to 
detach the outer 
edges in their entirety 
first, then the centre 
piece around the gear 
shift and handbrake 
housing 



Cut out old floor panel 

You can now attach a 
cutting disc to the grinder 
-we find 1mm cutting discs 
are best for this kind of 
job - and, wearing your full 
protective clothing, cut 
carefully down both sides of 
the gear shift housing, being 
careful to avoid the housing 
underneath. It goes without 
saying that a grinder with a 
thin cutting disc attached is a pretty lethal piece of kit, so hold w 
both hands (unlike our staged picture) and don't force it, let the 
blade do the work 


th 



pfjl Clean up surrounding metal 

USJ When the old floor has been removed, there will undoubtedly 
be a couple of spot welds you drilled all the way through or damage 
made with the chisel, so now is the time to weld these up and 
straighten any bent bits of metal. There will also be metal left 
around the a-pillars that must be ground off before the new floor 
can be fitted. Once this is done, clean up the surrounding metal 
with the wire wheel on the grinder before blowing, sweeping or 
vacuuming out all the dust 
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Wfl Paint hidden areas 

mMM When the floor panel is installed, there are a few areas 
that will be impossible to access to paint and therefore protect 
the panel against future rust. Notable areas are on top of the 
chassis and the underside of the new floor. Be careful not to paint 
anywhere you will be welding, unless the product you are using is 
a specific weld-through primer. We use zinc rich Bonda primer, 
applying two even coats with a brush, allowing drying time in 
between. Tip: in colder weather, use a heat gun gently to accelerate 
the drying progress. Doing this means you can press on, rather than 
waiting overnight for the paint to dry 



along the edges where the original panel was spot welded, so you 
can plug weld these areas with the MIG welder. We used an air 
punch but a 5-6mm drill bit works just fine, just hold the panel over a 
wood block as you are drilling to avoid distorting it too much. With 
either method, you may need to gently hammer and dolly the panel 
straight after making the holes. 

Now make sure that whatever coating the panel was supplied 
with is removed in the areas you will be welding - a flap wheel on 
an angle grinder works well for this. If there are any sticky labels, 
scrape them off and use solvent to remove any glue residue 




Manipulate panel 
to fit 


The complete cab floor 
panel we used was a 
Wolfsburg West part, 
supplied by Auto Craft 
Engineering (www. 
autocrafteng.co.uk). It is a 
very good quality panel but, 
as with any replacement 
panel, it didn't just drop 
straight in. We needed 
to manipulate it a little 
to fit, especially around 
the centre gear shift and 
handbrake housing. We 
also needed to gently 
hammer the front edge of 
the panel forwards so it 
followed the contours of 
the front inner valance 



pWl Weld floor panel in 

Uu Due to its location on the 
Bus, clamping the front floor 
panel into position before 
welding is very difficult, if not 
impossible, so we clamped our 
panel in position at both outer 
edges to make the first few 
plug welds adjacent to the cab 
steps, putting direct pressure 
on the new panel in very close 
proximity to the plug welds 
in any places we couldn't get 
clamps to ensure no gaps (read: 
rust traps) were left. When we came to welding along the rear edge, 
we went underneath the Bus with a hammer and chisel and gently 
tapped up the flange to meet the new floor before welding 



pn Plug and play 

mJU We left the front edge until last, tackling the bit around the 
gear lever and handbrake just before this. We found it necessary 
to dress the panel down around the handbrake housing with a panel 
hammer once we had clamped it into place around the gear lever 
housing. With the panel completely plug welded in place, don't 
forget to stitch weld the lower heater tube to the new floor and join 
the floor to the a-pillars at both corners 
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pW Re-attach heater tube 

Uld When the floor is welded in, you 
need to re-attach the heater tube. Ours 
was a struggle to remove, so needed a 
bit of straightening out before re-fitting. 

With the old welds ground off the tube, 
you can push the upper end into the tube 
pointing down under the dash, before 
tapping it into position with a hammer. 

Hopefully, you noted the correct position of the tube earlier so you 
can position it as it was before and weld it back into place 



wet Grind down welds 

MMM With all the welding done, you can now grind down the welds. 
As access is limited with an angle grinder, we chose to knock down 
the welds we could get to with a 40-grit flap disc on the angle 
grinder first... 



Finish grinding 

. . .then finish the job with the finger grinder (if you don't 
already have one of these and plan on doing further bodywork 
restoration, we strongly recommend buying one). Be especially 
careful when grinding on your back underneath the floor and make 
sure you have a well fitting pair of eye goggles 



PPJl Paint repairs 

With everything metal finished and looking dandy, you should 
now paint the exposed metal to seal it from the elements. We 
chose Bonda primer again here as it works well as a base coat 
for the body colour paint on top and factory-style grey paint 
underneath. Use a minimum of two coats, otherwise there is a risk 
rust will develop where any brush marks are in the paint 



BfJI Seal repairs 

lASd Between coats, apply a 
thin skim of seam sealer along 
the joints with a rubber-clad 
finger. Instead of welding 
our floor to the chassis, 
we chose to run a bead of 
Sikaflex adhesive along the 
chassis rails and around the 
underneath perimeter of the 
floor, both to add strength and 
help keep water out. If all has 
gone to plan, you should now 
have a solid floor once again 
and can rest assured your feet 
won't fall through it, or get 
soaked next time you're out 
driving in the rain. Good work 
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Patina or Polish. Rat build or Restoration
